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Gredley offers f 4m loan 
for racehorse underpass

BILL Gredley’s offer of a £4million 
loan to provide a ‘subway’ for race¬ 
horses is to be considered by The 
Jockey Club. 

Mr Gredley, a Newmarket-based 
millionaire property developer, an¬ 
nounced his offer of the loan “to al¬ 
leviate the traffic and ease tension 
in the town” in a letter to the New¬ 
market News, published last week. 

He suggested the loan be paid 
back over five years “at a rate of in¬ 
terest and other conditions to be 
agreed”. 

The Jockey Club had spoken of 
the idea of an underpass at the 
Rayes Lane crossing on Fordham 
Road at the Hatchfield Farm inquiry 
a few weeks ago, stating it would be 
safer for horses. 

The underpass would lead from 
Rayes Lane, under the width of 
Fordham Road, and come out onto 
the Severals side. 

This week, William Gittus, man¬ 
aging director of the Jockey Club, 
said that they would “explore” the 
idea of the loan with Mr Gredley. 

Mr Gredley told the News: “I think 
an underpass would be the best 
idea. For about £3-4million, which 
is not a lot of money when you think 
of what the racing world is like, you 
can solve this problem. People go 
to Tattersalls and will spend £5 mil¬ 
lion on one horse without thinking 


about it - this isn’t a lot of money for 
them.” 

At the Hatchfield Farm inquiry, 
the Newmarket Horsemen’s Group 
presented videos showing the prob¬ 
lem at the Fordham Road crossing, 
with horses being spooked by cars 
and traffic failing to give way. 

Michael Cottee, for Cottee Trans¬ 
port Planning, said at the inquiry: 
“An informal crossing is not appro¬ 
priate for Rayes Lane.” 

William Gittus, managing direc¬ 
tor of the Jockey Club, told the News 
this week that although it would be 
Suffolk County Council’s (SCC) re¬ 
sponsibility to build any underpass, 
the Jockey Club would be willing to 
talk about Mr Gredley’s offer. 


He said: “A tunnel, in many ways, 
is the ultimate solution because it 
completely separates horses and 
traffic. I’m sure it’s something that, 
as a team, we would be happy to ex¬ 
plore with Mr Gredley and SCC. 

“But there would be a lot of work 
to do to make sure that it’s physi¬ 
cally feasible. I am meeting with 
Suffolk County Council’s Highways 
Department shortly, along with our 
highways consultant and I look for¬ 
ward to discussing the proposals.” 

Underpasses are already used in 
Chantille in France and at a num¬ 
ber of Japanese racecourses. Mr 
Gittus said that horses react well to 
the tunnels as long as they have a 
“positive first experience”.

But Mr Gittus said he was keen 
that the town did not become a 
“completely homogenous town, the 
same as any other”. 

He added: “Removing horses 
from crossing traffic, although it 
makes it safe, also detracts from 
what is special about Newmarket 
which is that interaction between 
horses and the town. 

“I do not think we want to turn it 
into somewhere with just two train¬ 
ing grounds on either side.” 

Mayor of Newmarket, John 
Berry, who is also a racehorse 
trainer, agreed. He said: “It 
would be very sad if we 
reached a stage where we 
had to have an underpass. 

“Part of the charm and 
timelessness of Newmar¬ 
ket is that horses and cars 
co-exist and I know a lot of 
visitors to the town have re¬ 
marked how special that is. It 
would be a sad day for the town’s 
heritage when you could no long¬ 
er have horses and cars using the 


road. 

“It’s a very kind offer which does 
have a lot of merit but I would like 
to see it as a last resort.” 

In his letter in the News last week, 
Mr Gredley said an underpass 
could also work in Bury Road to 
“take the heat off the conflict that 
goes on...” 

And this week he said getting the 
horses off the road would “alleviate 
traffic and ease a lot of tension”. 

He added: “We want people to 
come into town and spend money 
in our shops. We do not want to be 
held up by horses.” 

However, a spokesman for the 
county council said a lot of work 
needed to be done. 

He said: “These are simply sug¬ 
gestions at this point. Highways 
officials will continue to discuss 
options in coming weeks. Simply 

having such funding offered does 
not necessarily mean the pro¬ 
ject is viable. 

“As the highways au¬ 
thority, Suffolk County 
Council engages with the 
Newmarket Vision Deliv¬ 
ery Group in regards to 
all such infrastructure and 
transport investment. 
“Members of the racing 
industry are members of the 
Vision Delivery Group and form 
part of the extensive stakeholder 
engagement undertaken.”

New laws 
on horses 
fly-grazing 

RESIDENTS can now take 
swifter action to resolve the 
problem of horses fly-graz¬ 
ing or being illegally aban¬ 
doned on their land. 

The new Control of Hors¬ 
es Act came into force in 
England on Tuesday giving 
landowners greater powers 
to deal with horses on their 
land which are not theirs. 

The new law will deter 
and help to swiftly resolve 
cases of fly-grazing. 

One case which highlights 
the true misery fly-grazing 
can cause is the tragic death 
of Thomas Allen from So¬ 
ham. 

Mr Allen was driving home 
on Christmas Eve 2012 with 
his girlfriend when his car 
hit one of five horses which 
had strayed onto the A14 at 
Sproughton in Suffolk. He 
died on Christmas Day. 

Landowners can now take 
fly-grazed horses to a place 
of safety immediately, noti¬ 
fying local police within 24 
hours. 

If no owner is identified in 
four working days, the land- 
owner can take action such 
as re-homing the horses or 
selling them privately. 


Devil's Dyke set to be closed during 
summer of music nights at racecourse 

SAFETY concerns for people using the 
Devil's Dyke footpath has led to the path 
being closed on concert days at Newmarket 
Racecourses. 

The Devil's Dyke, which runs parallel to 
the course, is a small footpath with a steep 
drop of up to 100 feet on either side. 

In the past, people have stood on the Dyke 
to listen to the live music events. 

Problems first began with people used the 
Dyke to stand on when Jessie J sold out her 
concert in August 2012. 

Amy Starkey, director of Jockey Club 
Racecourses in the east, said: "Some years 
ago, it was a minor issue that a small 
number of people were on the Devil's Dyke 
during concerts. 

"However, it is increasingly becoming a 
potentially significant one. 

"In places the Dyke is up to 100ft high 
and it is dark when concerts begin. That 
combination becomes a hazard, especially 
when people are drinking and dancing, and 
someone may fall and injure themselves or 
others. 

"We are concerned, especially because the

Kylie concert sold out so quickly, that there 
could be a considerable number of people 
trying to access Devil's Dyke, so we are 
taking action now." 

The Dyke will be closed at the Well gap 
and diverted onto marshland until it rejoins 
in level with the two furlongs. The path will 
be closed at about 3pm on music days.

FROM the top class kitchen 
at a four star hotel to a dodgy 
oven and freezing condi¬ 
tions; a chef from Newmar¬ 
ket has had quite the ad¬ 
venture over the last three 
months. 

Jerome Viard, a pastry chef

FORGET bones, chew toys and treats, 
the newest accessory this summer is 
an iPhone for your dog... almost. 

Toby Mills, from Gazeley, has 
launched Tracca, a GPS dog collar al¬ 
lowing pet owners to track their be¬ 
loved pooches if they stray too far. 

The smart collar allows owners to 
set an ‘imaginary fence’ for their pets, 
with the collar calling their mobile if it 
is crossed. 

Toby came up with the invention 
because he was forever mislaying his 
keys. 

“I first had the idea in an A-level 
business class to have a SIM card with 
a speaker attached to your keys,” Toby 
said. 

“I thought then I could ring them 
from the landline like you used to ring 
your mobile in the days before apps 
like Find My Phone and things like 
that.” 

Toby floated the idea with others, 
eventually deciding he could put a 



GPS chip inside the 

fob - until he discovered the massive 

missing dogs problem in the UK. 

He said: “Lost pets seemed to be a 
massive problem. Sixty dogs go miss¬ 
ing per hour in the UK and there are 
currently 6,000 dogs on the lost dog 
register. 

“I thought: ‘That is a hell of a prob¬ 
lem that isn’t solved and this could be 
it’. I love dogs, I had dogs growing up 
and I know a lot of dog owners, so the 
idea came from there, too. 

“With some dogs like alsatians and 


beagles, they will catch a scent and 
just run. It’s nothing to do with the 
owner or their training - they just run 
and they run far. If they had a tracker, 
the owner would be able to see and 
follow their dog so they can pick them 
up again.” 

Toby believes demand for tracking 
technology will continue to increase. 

He added: “I think at the moment 
the idea of being able to do this is a bit 
unnerving for people but I really think 
this could expand. 

“Everything is moving forward so 
quickly at the moment in terms of 
technology that I think this will be 
commonplace in the next five years. 

“It’s exciting what technology can 
do.” 

Dog owners are able to pick their 
own network for their SIM card to 
make sure signal is good for their area. 
Collars cost £119 and a pay-and-go 
SIM card normally uses about £4 per 
month, Toby said.

Soham rapist is jailed 
for 13 years for attack

difficult time to give evi¬ 
dence in court. 

“Her evidence enabled 
the police to convict a dan¬ 
gerous offender and secure 
a substantial custodial sen¬ 
tence which will protect 
other women.”

Sunday and posted a notice 
on the church website. 

He wrote: “It has been a 
great joy and privilege to 
have served in Soham and 
Wicken for the past 15 years 
and we will certainly miss 
these lovely places - and 
even lovelier people.” 

Rev Canon Jones said: 
“I’ve got very mixed feelings. 
We shall be especially sad to 
leave this town and commu¬ 
nity. 

“We have lived here for 15 
years, in fact Tuesday was 
my 15th anniversary of be¬ 
ing licensed as the vicar of 
Soham. 

“It’s been a huge part of 
my life, we have been part 
of the community for all of 
that time. 

“Those events in 2002 just 
made me even more part of 
the community. Soham has 
been a big part of who we 
are as a family and a piece of 
it will always stay with us.” 

Residents and churchgo¬ 
ers said they were sad to 
hear the news and praised 
Rev Canon Jones for his 
work.

T HERE'S something deliciously 
disturbing about Lee Madgwick's 
paintings. 

Under a looming, gloomy sky, a once- 
grand house crumbles away, unloved and 
empty - at least you hope it's empty . . . 

In a sun-dappled wood, all seems well - 
until you spot the CCTV cameras peeping 
slyly through the trees. Amidst a golden 
cornfield, a hedge encloses a dense copse: 
an opening beckons you in, but all you 


want to do is turn and run. 

It's haunting stuff: is it really Lee's 
intention to scare the bejesus out of us? 
"No, not at all!" he says with a laugh. "I 
don't think they're all really sinister - just 
slightly eerie, slightly surreal. They're all 
familiar, yet have something extra going 
on - I've tried to add that mystery to them 
all." 

Lee's third solo show for Byard Art opens

today. Comprising 15 vast canvases ("I find 
it quite a struggle to do anything smaller"), 
each features the Ely artist's trademark 
dark skies and even darker suggested 
narratives. 

So where does all the moodiness 
come from? "I have no idea," he shrugs. 
"I've always liked the darker stories, films 
and books from quite an early age, so I 
suppose it's always been there. But as 
soon as I started painting, that's when my 
imagination went a bit mad and wild." 

Born in King's Lynn in 1980, Lee was 
drawing as soon as he could stand up ("I 
always had a pencil in my hand"), and 
his talent was spotted at school - his very 
first commission, aged 14, came from his 
headmaster. "He paid me £60 for five local 
scenes in King's Lynn," recalls Lee. "My 
friends all thought it was a bit weird." 

His intricate pen and ink drawings 
led to more commissions, yet Lee never 
considered going to art school, choosing 
instead to do a graphic design degree in 
Norwich with a view to getting a job in 
advertising. But a couple of stints of work 
experience revealed that life stuck in front 
of a computer wasn't for him. "It just didn't 
feel right," he says, "so I fell back into my 
hobby." 

Within two years that hobby - painting 
- had become a full-time career and, in 
the last eight years, Lee has exhibited his 
work everywhere from Amsterdam to New 
York, picking up prestigious awards along 
the way. What's more, earlier this year he 
was "very, very pleased" to be elected as a 
member of the distinguished Royal Society 
of British Artists. You can see what won 
them over. 

Lee begins by painting his skies with his 
fingers, hands "and, strangely enough a car 
sponge! Because they're water-mixable oil 
skies, they need to be dried several weeks 
in advance, which can be a bit irritating 
if I want to get started on it straightaway." 
Even at this early stage, he knows what 
subject he'll paint (in acrylic) on each 
canvas, "but they evolve, so they can be 
completely different to how I sketched 
them out in the first place". 

Much of his work is commissions - does 
he ever do nicey-nicey paintings? "No, 
luckily most people understand me, so 
I'm very pleased with that. I would say a 
good nine out of 10 will say 'This is all up 
to you'."

If it's to be of a client's house, he'll ask 
for photographs or go and visit, "and I'll 
tell them roughly how it should look, and 
they're usually pleased with it." Even if 
it looks derelict? "Lots of people do ask 
for that, which is fantastic," he says. "I've 
painted some lovely, lovely houses, and it's 
always a pleasure to rough them up!" 

When he's not painting, Lee's touring 
the countryside for inspiration, armed with 
his trusty camera and his (extremely lucky) 
cocker spaniel, Ochre. 

"We go out on long country walks, so 
she's very spoilt," he says. "My wife's a 
painter as well, so if there's anything on 
the side of the road we just pull over in the 
car and just snap away: any derelict barn 
or house, or if there's a stunning view, or 
a woodland, or if the light plays well in a 
certain view, I'll get that. . ." 

Lunnily enough he met his wife, Beckie 
Reed, at Byard Art ("she was working there 
part-time, and I saw some of her paintings 
hanging there and said I really liked them") 
so it seems fitting that he's back at the 
King's Parade gallery again. 

Does he have a favourite painting at this 
show? "That's a tough one. I do quite like 
Breaking News, the Luntown piece, purely 
because it's so different to my normal 
pieces. With all my others they're all very 
still, which I really like, but this one is 
more dramatic and there's movement in 
it." 

He's also rather fond of The Red Mount, 
an actual building that's been transposed 
into a rural setting: "It's in a park in the 
town centre in King's Lynn," he confides. 
"I've always wanted to paint it." 

So why should people come to the 
show? "The size of the canvases is 
probably important," he says. "They're 
all about a meter squared and larger, so 
hopefully the impact will be there in the 
flesh. 

"And it's nice to see them as a collection. 
Each piece has its own narrative, but they 
all work together quite well. You're on a 
pilgrimage, or a bit of a journey, as you 
walk from piece to piece: it's like you're 
walking through a particular landscape, a 
world that you know of - it's quite familiar 
- yet there's something not quite right with 
the whole thing." 

So if you see people leaving Byard Art 
ashen-faced and goose-pimpled over the 
next three weeks, now you'll know why . ..

Obviously 
when you're 8 years old and you 
share a name with a book like Danny, 
the Champion of the World, the 
reflected glory feels pretty cool.

It'll be pretty much your straight 
ahead old school rock and roll tour: 
good fun, great songs, we'll extend 
the arrangements a bit I think, follow 
our noses musically, a bit of attempted 
crowd participation too. I'd like to 


think it's a pretty unpretentious band, 
we just want everyone to have a great 
night. 

What do you want people to take 
from your latest record What Kind 
Of Love? 

The album is a collection of songs 
about 'love' in many different ways. 
It's about wives, kids, friends, life etc. 
If there's moments where it strikes a 
chord with someone then that's great, 
but I'd like to think that it can be just 
whacked on and you can whistle 
along. Musically it's just where we're 
at at the moment. 

I guess it's pretty much what you'd 
call country soul - musically I don't 
think the band could be in a better 
pace.

All 
except for the entry-level S models 
have Adaptive Cruise Control (ACC) 
as standard, with ACC including 
the radar sensor controlled distance 
monitoring system Front Assist, as 
well as city emergency braking and 
cruise control. Since launch, third 
party injury claims on the latest Golf 
are 45 per cent lower than for the 
equivalent 'Small Family Car Control 
Group'. 

Matthew Avery, Director of Safety 
at Thatcham Research, said: "These 
findings are based on the equivalent 
of more than 7,000 Mk VII Golf 
models insured for a full 12 months 
on the road, and come from claims 
data from our insurance members. 
When we saw figures based on 
an initial small sample, we were 
surprised, as they exceeded our own 


performance testing. However the 
figures held up, even after almost 
doubling the sample group, and 
have therefore given us a glimpse of 
what safety on UK roads could look 
like in the future." 

Although such systems are 
not new, it was the Golf that 
'democratised safety' and brought 
ACC to a wide audience. The system 
operates over a speed range from 30 


to 160km/h (approx. 18 to 99mph) 
with a manual gearbox and with 
DSG. In vehicles with DSG, it can 
intervene to such an extent that the 
car may be slowed to a complete 
standstill. In normal driving ACC 
maintains a preselected speed and 
a defined distance to the vehicle 
ahead, and it automatically brakes 
or accelerates in flowing traffic. 
Front Assist continually monitors 


the distance to the traffic ahead 
and assists the driver in critical 
situations by preconditioning the 
brake system and alerting the driver 
to any required reactions by means 
of visual and audible warnings. If 
the driver fails to brake hard enough, 
the system automatically generates 
sufficient braking force to help avoid 
a collision. Should the driver not 
react at all, Front Assist automatically 
slows the car so that the speed 
of any impact is minimised. The 
system also assists the driver by an 
alert if the car is getting too close 
to the vehicle in front. The city 
emergency braking function is also 
part of Front Assist and operates 
at speeds below 30km/h (approx. 

18mph). 

The new Passat which went on 
sale in the UK in January also now 
has ACC as standard on all but S 
models. With a further developed 
system, as well as the ability to 
detect pedestrians, early indications 
from Thatcham are that the 
reductions in accidents could be 
even more significant. ACC is also 
available on other models including 
the Polo and Touareg, while city 


emergency braking is offered on the 
up! city car. 

Avery continues: "If the 
performance of these latest 
generation auto-emergency braking 
systems translates to the real world 
as expected, then it stands to reason 
that we should see third party 
personal injury claims continuing to 
fall across the board." 

Commenting on the findings, Alex 
Smith, director of Volkswagen UK, 
said: "We knew the fitment of ACC 
was significant when we launched 
the Golf, and this was reflected in 
reduced insurance group ratings 
from Thatcham. To have even 
greater than expected reductions 
reflected in real world accident 
data is fantastic, as we know we're 
contributing to cutting the human 
and financial impacts of accidents 
as well. The trend towards standard 
fitment is also set to continue as new 
vehicles are launched."

Crushing car facts 


HPI CrushWatch, from vehicle 
history check expert HPI, saved 
more than £56 million worth of 
vehicles that were being driven 
without insurance from being 
crushed at the instruction of the 
police in 2014. 

Shockingly, supercars and 
prestige vehicles are often being 
driven by insurance evaders. 
However, popular, high volume 
makes of car, such as Vauxhall 
and Ford top the culprit's chart. 

The highest value vehicle HPI 
CrushWatch identified in 2014, 
was a Lamborghini Aventador 
worth £309,000. Rolls-Royce, 
Bentley and Lamborghini vehicles 
dominated the list of top 10 
highest value cars recoveries. 
Owners of the Vauxhall Corsa 
and Vauxhall Astra are the most 
likely to drive uninsured, with 
nearly 1,000 of these models 
being reclaimed in 2014. The 
Ford Focus came in third, with 
the Fiesta in fourth, showing 
that popular, mid-range vehicles 
are frequently hitting the HPI 
CrushWatch register. 

Working under the umbrella 
of the Finance & Leasing 
Association's (FLA) Vehicle 
Recovery Scheme, HPI 
CrushWatch brings together 
motor lenders and law 
enforcement agencies to enable 
lenders to reclaim uninsured 
cars which could have been sold

NEW ERA: Get your licence sorted before June 8! 


T HE Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (1AM) is 
warning people to be 
aware of the changes that 
will take effect in just over 
two weeks' time as the paper 
counterpart for the driving 
licence is scrapped. 

As was the case with the 
abolition of the paper tax 
disc last October, the I AM 
fear many people are still 
confused or unaware of the 
implications of the scrapping 
of the paper counterpart on 
June 8. 

The counterpart was 
introduced alongside the 
photo card driving licence in 
1998 to include details that 
could not be included on 
the card itself, such as any 
endorsements and which 
category of vehicles you are 
entitled to drive. 

However this information 
will now be stored 
electronically and not be 
shown on any written 
documentation you will have. 
These details can be only 
be obtained via the DVLA 
driver record system, and be 
checked online (reference 1) 


or in writing by post. 

As of June 8 the paper 
counterpart, or an old- 
style paper driving licence 
cannot be relied upon to 
carry correct or-up-to- 
date information about 
endorsements or categories of 
vehicle someone can drive. 

The counterpart will carry 
no legal status, and the DVLA 
recommends you destroy it 
after 8 June. 

What is also changing is 
the procedure if you have to 
surrender your driving licence 
to a court in the event of 


an endorsement. The court 
will take your photocard 
and if you include the 
paper counterpart with your 
submission, the photocard 
will be returned to you but 
the counterpart will not. 

You will be expected to pay 
your fine in the normal way 
however. 

Another change is how to 
provide proof of your driving 
record to an employer or car 
hire firm, as your photocard 
or paper licence will not be 
enough in itself any more.

The Prince of Wales’s Stakes 
and the Hardwicke Stakes are the 
races trainer David Simcock will 
consider for the lightly-raced 
colt, who was last seen landing a 
Doncaster handicap in September. 

Held up at the rear by Jim Crowley 
until well into the straight, The Cor¬ 
sican (7-2) was produced to lead 
inside the final furlong and cosily 
defeat Educate by two lengths. 

“He’s always shown plenty of 
ability and is naturally progres¬ 
sive and going the right way,” said 
Simcock. 

“His entries are quite grand. We 
are looking at a choice between the 
Prince ofWales’s and the Hardwicke.” 

Graham Lee, who missed the ride 


on fourth-placed Grandeur after 
being stuck in traffic, wasted no 
time in making his presence felt 
as he struck on Ayrad (7-2) in the 
888sport Tapster Stakes. 

Regarded highly enough to run 
in the Trench Derby last year, Ayrad 
justified the faith held in him as he 
took this Listed prize on the back 
of a warm-up run in the Group 
Three Gordon Richards Stakes at 
Sandown a month ago. 

Lee weaved Roger Varian’s charge 
through on the far rail to hit the 
front in the closing stages and hold 
Rawaki by half a length.
